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®ur  fpAi  lng  niggai  iUiiiefs.  It  is  certainly 
trur,  that  a  man  eats  much  better  Ih^ne 
than  he  docs  at  Paris  j  and  he  cer¬ 
tainly  all’o  cats  a  gia;at  deal  more.  At 
the  common  tables  of  the  jx-ojde  ot  a 
mliidiing  rank  (fuch  as  the  lower  Servants 
of  the  court,  iiitrchants,  ai  lilts,  and  the 
iKrtter  kinds  of  intchanits),  you  common¬ 
ly  ftc  lix,eight,  or  even  ten  dilhes,  with 
two,  three,  or  even  four  kinds  of  wine. 
They  commor.ly  lit  two  hours  at  table, 
and  they  took  it  as  a  vtry  uncivil  thing 
ot  me  that  1  rdufed  to  taltc  many  difhes, 
though  I  w  «s  compe  lled  to  ilo  ll>,  to  lave 
niyieif  an  indlgclllon.  But,  alas  !  I’o  ItHui 
as  the  body  is  I’atishcJ  here,  lb  loon  does 
the  iTiind  long  for  the  tricndly  Ji/u's  and 
/jupn  of  Paris,  which  you  know  arc 
more  intended  for*  the  feall  of  leafon, 
and  the  How  of  foul,  than  the  dainty 
purfuit  of  indigeltions,  choleras,  and 
a|>oplexy.  Here  the  only  eiUertainmcnt, 
mingled  with  the  very  lerloiis  bulinels 
going  forward,  arc  Ibme  very  had  low 
;‘>kes.  At  the  belt  lab’es  here,  (I  mean 
thole  of  thr  lecond  oidei)  you  commonly 
**'cct  a  monk,  but  more  commonly  a  play  • 
^r,  whole  vei-y  relined  wit  enlivens  the 
whole  company.  The  monk  is  common¬ 
ly  Icated  by  the  lady  of  the  hoiil’e,  wlioin 
he  coquets  with  j  the  player  is  Hated  at 
the  other  end,  and  laughs  at  him  till  the 
whole  route  breaks  out  into  Ihouts  ot 
laughter,  far  above  the  capacity  of  c<»m- 
inon  lungs  or  ears  either  to  join  in  or 
bear.  When  the  convcrfatlon  lakes  a 
n\ore  lerious  turn,  it  is  always  about  ihe 
theatre,  which  is  the  iitmolt  length  to 
w'hich  crlticilin  or  obl'ervation  ever  extend 
in  this  counli'y  ;  but  the  players  are  lar 
from  being  the  company  heir,  th'at  they 
ai  t  at  Paris.  None  ot  thole  with  wl’.om  I 
am  hitherto  acquainted  know  their  ino- 
iher  tongue.  At  Paris,  undoubtedly, 
we  Ihould  not  admit  into  goo<l  company, 
men  wl»o  neither  by  ♦their  wit  or  their 
manners  can  raife  thcmlelves  at  all  above 
the  lowelt  of  the  vulgar. 

Upon  the  whole,  you  meet  here  with 
none  of  the  brilknefs,  the  fpirital  plea- 
fure,  the  unconltivalned  lUtlstadion,  and 
the  intcrefting  ciiiiolity  about  what  is  go¬ 
ing  forwards,  that  you  fmd  at  Paris,  even 
amonglt  the  lowelt  orders  ot  lociciy.  No 
body  here  makes  remarks  uiH)n  the  mini- 
Iters  or  llie  court  j  no  body  entertains  the 
company  with  the  novelty  or  anecdote  ot 
the  day.  You  meet  with  numbcrlcis 
people  of  the  middling  ranks  who  have 
nothing  to  fay  of  their  miniitrrs,  ihcir 
generals,  and  philolbphers,  and  wh» 
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hardly  know  even  their  namea.  Nothing 
is  taken  care  of  but  the  «,fma/part.  Th^y 
brcakl'alt  till  they  dine,  and  they  dine  till 
they  fup,  with  only  the  interval  ofV  per¬ 
haps,  a  ihoit  vnaik  ami  going  to  the  play. 
If  you  go  into  a  coHVe  hcufc>  of  which 
there  aie  about  feventy,  X3f  into  a  bcer- 
houfe,  which  are  the  molt  elegant  and 
belt  furnllhtJ  of  ail  the  public  houfes, 
(1  law  one  with  ivd  damalk  tapeftry, 
pl(^iires  wlili  gill  fumes,  looking-glalTes, 
c!<x*ks  a-la  Ciivcque,  and  marble  tables^ 
you  will  lec  nothing  but  a  perpetual 
motion  of  jaws.  One  thing  y^u  may  rdl 
allured  of,  lha.  no  one  will  come  up  to  you, 
or  be  iroubiclome  with  qUedions  j  no 
man  there  talks  at  all,  except  with  Hs 
neighbour,  and  then  he  moft  commonly 
wlufpcri.  You  would  conceive  you  wetc 
in  a  Venetian  colice- houle,  wlicre  they 
all  take  one  another  for  fpies.  When 
1  fay  all  this,  I  dcliic  to  be  underilood 
as  ipcaking  of  the  middling  ranki  only, 
who  in  all  countries  arc  what  properly 
may  be  called  tlic  people  j  for  as  to  ihc 
peofde  of  runkf  they,  with  a  few  (hades 
only  ot  diiiinilion,  are  the  fame  through¬ 
out  all  Europe  ;  and  the  lowefi  iiajjks 
hardly  mix  with  fociety.

MOS  1  ol  the  great  houlcs  arc  in  debt, 
which  may  be  very  catily  3ccountc*d  for; 
as  in  other  countries  ibmc  one  favourite 
luxury  ill  other  has  the  afctiulain,  here 
they  all  reign ;  nor  is  there  any  Iptcies 
ot  ihem  you  can  name,  cither  hoilo, 
lei  vaius,  the  pleafures  of  tlie  uhle,  play, 
ordrefs,  but  what  is  carried  to  the  nimott 
txtcl’s.  Here  aic  fcvcral  Itabics  of  fifty, 
lixty,  or  more  horfes  ;  whoever  has  an 
ettaie  of  filly  or  lixty  thoul'and  fioiins, 
mult  have  from  twenty-four  to  thirty 
h  )i  fes  ;  and  it  is  a  model  ate  cHablilhment, 
which  conliits  only  of  a  muitrf  d'kclj,  a 
lecrctary,  two  njalets  dc  ckumbrci  two 
running  footincii,  one  or  two  huntimeta, 
two  coachmen,  five  or  fix  footmen,  and  a 
pcricr.  The  houlcs  of  Licbicnflein, 
Elkrhazy,  SchwartTenlmg,  and  *  fomc 
othm,  keep  fifty  footmen  ;  befidc  which 
the  two  tonner  have  a  body  guard.  A 
lingk*  plate  of  fruit  often  colts  frosD  lixty 
to  Icventy  Hurins,  and  count  Palm  once 
appeared  in  a  coat  that  had  cefi  90,000 
guilders.  It  is  common  to  give  from 
thirty  to  forty  thoufand  florins  fur  a 
lady  's  drefsi  and  though  haxti'd  is  for¬ 
bidden,  thu  c  are  fin  cul  games  at  which 
you  may  loft  from  fifteen  to  twenty 
thoufand  Hurins  at  a  fitting. 
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Pi  irce  Rohan*,  who  foxt*  time  (ince  was 
amhan'aitoi  trom  France  here,  ciuleavour- 
edto  vie  in  cxpenccwiththe  inhabitants  of 
the  place,  but,  bcfulcs  getting  conhdeia- 
bly  into  debt,  he  was  obliged  to  confefs, 
at  going  away,  that  though  a  man  fpends 
hi»  money  with  more  talle  at  Paris,  a 
I  eat  deal  more  may  be  fpent  at  Vienna, 
l  is,  indeed,  veiy  fr^e,  that  they  l'j>end 
thtir  money  without  talte  or  enjoyineiu, 
and  I'evcral  of  them  would  do  belter  to 
throw  half  their  incomes  out  of  the  win¬ 
dow,  and  let  the  j>opulace  a  1‘crambling 
for  them,  for  they  would  have  as  much 
picalurcthemfelves.  At  Pans  every  man 
has  fomc  branch  of  oeconomy,  i'omething 
upon  which  he  faves,  that  he  may  afford 
to  be  expeniive  upon  other  occatione. 
There  is  likewrife  fome  difeernment  ihcwn 
ill  the  choice  of  plenfuies,  and  the  poor, 
the  arts,  and  even  the  native  country, 
come  in  for  fomc  fliare  of  the  ex  pence  j 
but  here  all  is  idle  pomp  and  magnih- 
cence.  Amidrt  thewretchc<l  feenes  exhi¬ 
bited  by  the  mixture  of  fiyerfluity  indmi- 
^  Icry  at  Paris,  the  friend  of  mankind  re- 
col  lefts  that  tlwre  is  a  Btiii/rnopity  and  a 
Cure  (ir  St^  Sul/icct  who  divide  among 
the  indigent  a  great  part  of  the  fuperHu- 
ities  of  the  rich.  But  here  there  is  no 
fourceof  confolation  for  the  old,  and  of¬ 
ten  fick  beggars,  who  (link  into  the  cof- 
fc'C-houfe's  and  iKor-houfts  at  dink  to 
procure  alms,  whiUi  the  great  fpeiul  upon 
a  finglc  meal,  what  would  iced  a  private, 
family  for  a  year. 

The  arts  er.ioy  as  little  from  the  riches 
cf  this  pl.icc  as  the  |x>or  ilo  y  alnioil  all 
tlic  palaces  and  gardt ns  biijx  ak  nothing 
but  a  taltelei's  profinion  ;  and  as  to  col- 
Icftions  of  pictures,  I  have  ilea  none  but 
the  Llchtcndeln  gallery,  that  clil’civcs  any 
notice.  It  is  true  indeed  that  this  may 
ftand  in  the  place  of  many  ;  it  conlidsof 
*  fix  hundred  pieces  by  t!ie  b.-d  inaiUrs, 
and  is  divided  into  twelve  rooms,  which 
have  a  inagniheent  appearance,  but  then 


this  is  all  that  is  to  be  feen  btfidcs  the 
iniperial  colleftion. 

I  had  forgot  to  mention  one  trait  ex- 
ccedingly  charaiteriftlc  of  tlie  country. 
In  fome  houl'es,  the  mailers  of  wliich  au 
feft  to  live  in  the  higheft  dyle,  it  is 
cuttoinary,  when  an  entertainment  is  gi¬ 
ven,  to  provide  doles  of  tartar  emclick, 
and  let  them  in  an  adjoining  room  ;  thi- 
thcr  the  guclls  retire  when  they  happen  to 
be  too  full,  empty  themfelves,  and  return 
to  the  company  again  as  it  nothing  had 
happened. 

Mufic  is  the  only  thing  for  which  tlic 
nobility  ihew  a  talte  j  fcveral  of  them 
have  private  bands  of  muficians,  and 
all  the  public  concerts  atteft  that  this  branch 
of  the  arts  is  in  the  greatelt  clletm  here. 
You  may  bring  together  four  or  five 
large  orchcfti  as,  which  are  all  incompara- 
hie.  The  number  of  private  viriuoil 
is  fmall,  but  there  is  no  finer  or- 
cheltra  of  mufic  in  the  world.  I  have 
heard  thirty  or  forty  inftruments  play 
together,  all  which  gave  fo  juft,  fo  clear, 
and  fo  precife  a  found,  that  you  would 
have  thought  you  heard  only  a  tingle  ve¬ 
ry  ftrong  inllrument  j  a  fingle  ftix)kegave 
life  to  ail  the  violins,  and  a  fingle  Mali 
to  all  the  wind  inllrumcnts.  An  Eng- 
lifliman,  hy  whom  I  chanced  to  fit,  was 
aftonilhed  not  to  hear  in  a  whole  o^x  ra,  I 
vill  not  lily  a  fingle  diftbnance,  but  one 
hafty  ftiokc,  one  too  long  paufe,  one  too 
Icud  bbll.  Though  jull  come  out  cf 
Italy,  he  was  enraptured  with  tlie  juftntfi, 
and  the  clcarntfs  of  the  hannony.  Thtic 
are  about  four  hundred  muficians  here, 
who  divide  themfelves  into  particular  Ib- 
ciciies,  and  eften  labour  together  during 
a  long  courfe  of  years.  On  a  particular 
day  oF  the  year  they  have  a  general  con¬ 
cert  for  the  benefit  of  muficians  widows  ; 
I  have  been  alVurcd,  that  the  four  hundreii 
play  together  as  diitlnftly,  as  cleanly,  and 
as  uiltry,  as  when  there  are  only  from 
twenty  to  thirty. 


SKETCHES  cf  the  LIFE  of  the  late  Monf.  D’ALEMBERT. 
[Extrnftcd  ftom  the  Eulogy"  of  the  Marquis  de  Condorcet.] 


JOHN  T.r  Rond  n'Ai.ENtnrRT  was 
born  at  Paris-,  iu  I'l;.  He  derived 
the  name  of  John  le  Rond  from  that  of 
the  church  rear  w  hich,  alter  his  birth,  he 
was  expofed  as  a  foundling.  His  father,  ‘ 
informed  of  this  circumllancr,  liltcned  to 
the  voice  •f  nature  and  duty,  took  nua- 


fures  for  the  jvroper  education  of  his  child, 
and  'for  his  future  fubliftence  in  a  ftate 
of  eafe  ^nd  independence. 

He  received  his  firft  education  in  the 
College  of  the  Four  Nations,  among  tlie 
Janftnifts,  where  he  gave  early  inarics  ot 
capacity  and  genius.  In  the  fivlt  year 
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of  his  phllofophical  ftudic^,  he  compcfcJ 
a  Conimcntaiy  cn  tlie  Eplltle  of  St.  Paul 
to  the  Koir.ans,  and  lh\is  began  as  New¬ 
ton 'tiulcJ,  as  oui  author  Inly  obfcrves. 
I'lie  JanlVnilH  conhdered  tliis  produtlion 
as  an  omen  that  poiteiulcd,  to  the  party 
of  Port-Royal,  a  rtltoration  to  fomc  part 
of  their  ancient  fplcndor,  and  hoped  to 
tind,  one  day,  in  M.  d'Altmbert,  a  fe- 
cond  Pafcal.  To  render  this  rcftmblance 


more  complete,  they  engaged  their  nfmg 
pupil  in  the  itu.ly  of  the  inathematics ; 


but  they  foon  perctivetl  tl»at  his  growing 
atl.uhnHiit  to  this  Icience  was  likely  to 
liifappolnt  tlie  hopes  they  had  tormed 
with  rci’pe6t  to  l;is  future  eleltination  ; 
thev,  therefore,  endtavoured  to  divert 
him  f:cm  thib  line;  but  their  endeavours 
were  frtntltfs. 

At  leaving  h!«  college,  he  toiind  him- 
fe!f  alone  and  unconneeled  in  the  w-orld  ; 
and  fought  an  afvlum  in  the  houfe  oi  his 
luirfe.  lie  comfoited  IfimleU  with  the 
hope,  lint  his  for  tun  *,  though  not  ample, 
would  hvtter  the  condition  and  fublilltncc 
of  that  family,  whic  "i  was  the  only  one 
that  he  could  conhJer  as  his  own.  Here 
he  lived,  during- the  Ipace  ot  tv>ity  years, 
with  the  greatell  liiitpliclty,  dlfcovering 
the  augmentation  of  his  means  only  by 
inerealing  difplays  of  his  btneF.cence, 
concealing  his  growing  reputation  and 
celebrity  from  thefc  honed  people,  and 
making  their  plain  and  uncouth  maniurs 
the  liibieil  of  good-natured  pldafantry 
and  pliilol’ophical  obfervatlon.  His  good 
nuife  pcicclved  bis  ardent  aiiivlty,  heard 
him  mentioned  as  the  writer  ot  immy 
books  j  but  never  took  it  into  her  iitad 
tl'.at  he  was  a  great  man,  and  rather  be¬ 
held  him  with  a  kind  of  compairion. 
“  You  will  luver,"  laid  Ihe  to  him,  one 
day,  be  any  thing  but  a  philofopher — 
and  wlut  is  a  philol()pher  ?--A  fool,  who 
toils  and  plagues  himfelf  duiing  his  life, 
that  j)Cople  may  talk  of  him  when  jit  is 
NO  MORE."  VVlitn  we  caft  an  eye  upon 
a  cert  tin  lit,  or  le<5l,  of  philolbplwis,  we 
cannot  help  thinking  tliat  this  woman 
was  no  fool. 

In  tills  peaceful  and  plain  manfion 
d’Alembert  applied  himfelf  entirely  to 
the  Itudy  of  geometry,  and  he  foon  pro¬ 
ceeded  fo  far  as  to  enjoy  the  pleafuic  of 
making  difcovcrics :  but  this  plcafurc 
was’lhorti  fo**>  by  confulting  writers  on 
tliar  fc^nce,  he  quickly  perceived,  that 
the  truths  ot  which  he  looked  upon  hiin- 
iCit  as  the  Hi  ft  difeoverer  were  already 


known.  Tl.is  dilagrecablc  furprife  led 
him  to  conclude  (we  know  not  w  hy) 
that  nature  had  rcfulcd  him  genius  j  and 
that  nothing  more  remained  for  him,  but 
to  acquire  the  kiii^wledge  of  what  others 
had  difeovered.  'I'o  this  he  willingly 
fubniiileil,  ami  was  peifuaded  that  the 
pleafure  ot  Itudy,  even  witlunit  the  fame 
acquired  by  dilcoveries,  would  prove  fuf- 
Hcitnt  for  his  liapplntl's.  This  :uicc«lott 
our  author  had  from  M.  d’Alembert 
himlclf,  and  he  deems  the  morality  of  it 
precious.  “  It  is  rare,”  fays  he,  “  toeb- 
ferve  the  human  heart  fo  neai-  to  its  na¬ 
tural  purity  and  ihnplicily,  and  before  it 
has  been  corrupted  by  ftlt-love.*’ 

As  M.  d'Alembert’s  fortune  did 
not  far  exceeil  the  demands  of  ncccflity, 
his  triends  advif  dhim  to  think  of  a  pio- 
tefllon  that  might  enable  him  to  augment 
It,  He  accoidingly  turned  his  views  to 
the  law’,  and  took  his  degrees  in  that  line  i 
but  loon  abandoned  this  plan,  and  applied 
to  the  ftuily  of  medicine.  Gccmciry, 
however,  was  always  drawing  him  back 
to  his  former  purfuits,  and,  after  many 
ihetfeilual  ift'orls  to  relift  its  attra^ions^ 
he  renounced  all  views  of  a  lucrative  pro- 
fclfion,  and  gave  iilmfeif  over  entirely 
mathematics  and  poverty. 

In  the  year  1741  he  was  admitted 
member  of.  the  Acadimy  of  Sciences,  for 
which  diftinguilhed  literary  promotion,  at 
fuch  an  early  age,  he  had  prepared  the 
way  by  corre^^ing  the  errors  of  a  celebrated 
w’ork  *,  which  w  as  deemed  clallical,  in 
France,  in  the  line  of  geometry.  He  af¬ 
terwards  fet  himfelf  to  examine,  with 
deep  attention  and  .aniduity,  w'hat  miift 
be  the  motion  <»f  a  body,  w'hich  palfcs 
from  one  Huid  int»  another  more  denfe, 
in  a  dirc£\ion  not  perpendicular  to  the 
furface  feparafing  the  two  fluids.  Kvery 
one  knows  the  phenomenon  which  hap. 
pens  in  this  cafe,  .and  which  amufes  chil¬ 
dren  under  the  denomination  of  (/ui  ks  anj 
drakes  ;  lull  our  author  obfcrves,  that  M. 
d’Alemefrt  was  the  Hrll  who  ex¬ 
plained  it  in  a  fatisfadory  and  phiiofopki- 
cal  manner. 

Two  years  after  his  clrAion  toij^ce 
in  the  Academy,  he  pubUfted  hi*  Trea- 
life  on  Dynamics. — Our  tuthor  giTO*  an 
cUgant  and  ingenious  account  of  the  new 
principle,  and  the  profound  tnd  accurate 
i'pirit  of  inveftigation  that  dilKn|pUh  this 
celebrated  work,  which  wat  poQUhed  bv

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fellies.  Cl  happy  knack  attcHinea  ftory,  a 
lingular  mixture  ot'inaliccMif  ijxfch  with 
^uoilnel's  of  heart,  ami  of  delicacy  of  wit 
with  funplicitv  of  manners,  rendered  him 
a  pleafmg  and  intei^lling  companion,  and 
his  company,  confcqiieiuly,  was  much 
foui^ht  after  in  the  falliionahle  ciicles. 
H;s  reputation,  at  length,  made  its  way 
to  the  throne,  and  rtndered  him  the  object 
of  royal  attention  and  hencHccncc.  11c 
leceived  alfo  a  jumfion  from  government, 
which  he  owed  to  the  friciulthip  of  Count 
d’Argenson. 

The  tranquillity  of  M.  p’Alem- 
BERT  was  abated  when  liis  fame  grew 
more  extenlive,  and  when  it  was  known 
beyond  the  circle  of  his  friends,  that  a 
Hue  and  enlightened  tatte  for  literature 
and  philofophy  accompanied  his  mathe¬ 
matical  genius.  Our  pancgyrill  is  (b  gra¬ 
cious  to  his  hero,  and  fo  uncivil  to  tljolc 
who  did  not  embrace  his  phllofophical 
itlcas  in  all  their  detail,  as  to  afcribc  to 
envy,  detra6fion,  and  to  other  motive. s 
nearly  as  iingCMeroiis,  all  the  difapproha- 
tion,  oppofition,  and  cenfure  that  M. 
d’Alemrert  met  with  on  account  of 
the  piibUcation  of  the  famous  Kncyclop*- 
dicai  Didionary  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  in 
conjundion  with  Diderot.  'J'his  is 
not  analyzing  and  deciding  with  the 
accuracy  wiiich  diibnguifties  M.  de 
Condorcet’s  inveitigations  of  mathe¬ 
matical  tnith  ;  and  if  we  do  not  altribtne 
his  inaccuracy  here  tv)  the  prejtulices 
a  party-fplrit  (for  infdglity  has  its  l)igols 
as  well  as  credulity  )y  we  mult  bear  hanl 
upon  his  candour.  None,  lurelvf  will 
lelul'e  the  well-dcferved  tribute  of  ap- 
plaufe  to  tlie  eminent  difplays  of  genius, 
judgment,  and  true  litcryty  ta(tc,  with 
\vhich  M.  d'Ai.fmbert  has  enriched 
the  great  work  now  mcinioned.  Antong 
others,  the  Preliminary  J^.leoiiiTe  he  has 
tuHxed  to  it,  concerning  the  rile,  progrefs, 
connexions,  and  aih^uties  of  all  the 
branches  of  hum  *.n  knowledge,  is,  in  our 
opinion,  one  of  the  molt  capital  produc¬ 
tions  ol  which  the  philofophy  of  the  pre¬ 
lent  age  can  boalt.  Nor  will  it  be  difpu- 
led,  that  the  maltcr-huilders  of  tliis  new 
and  llupcndous  ternple  ot  Icicnce,  tor  the 
woi  lhip  of  Nature,  had  alio  really  in 
view  the  advai  cxmcnt  of  human  know¬ 
ledge,  and  the  improvement  of  the  arts 
*nd  Iciences,  .  I  his,  no  truct  bo  candid 
phiiofopher  will  call  in  queltion.-  But 
that,  in  the  inner  court  of  this  temple, 
there  was  a  confederacy  formed  againlt  all 
thole  who  looked  higher  than  nature,  for 
the  principal  objed  of  their  veneration  and 
confidence,  is  a  fact  too  palpable,  nay, 
VOL.

too  boldly  avowed,  to  (land  in  need  of 
any  proof ;  anvl  if  opjxrlitlon  was  matlc 
by  man,'  good  and  learned  men  to  the 
violent  and  /(i»/oatnrcil  divorce  that  was 
ait.niptcd  beiween  religion  and  philofo- 
phv,  v¥e  tliinl.  it  rather  unfair,  that  all  op- 
jx'lition  to  Inch  an  attempt,  from  what¬ 
ever  ijunrtcr  it  came,  lI,ould  be  iiuiilcri- 
ininattly  ltis;matl7ed  with  the  odious  ap¬ 
pellations  oi'detradion  and  llander. 

Some  lime  after  this  cololfus  of  Icience 
reared  its  head  to  the  clouds,  and  beltrovle, 
witli  autlioritv,  the  literary  woild,  M. 
d’A  l  e  m  b  e  rt  publillied  his  Philolbphlca’ , 
illdorical,'  and  Puilological  Milccllanics. 
'J'hefe,  fays  our  author,  incrcal'ed  the 
numhti  of  his  tleiradors  ;  that  is,  of 
tJiolc  who  did  not  ililnk  themlelvcs  bound 
to  fuhfcrihe  implicitly  to  his  opinions. 
Here  dlfculhon  is  again  identified  with 
detradion.  What  then  becomes  of  tole¬ 
ration  and  freedom  of  inquiry  ?  Oh  !  they 
arc  the  excliilive  prerogatives  ot  our  phi** 
lolbpiiers,  who,  like  the  learned  i’adics  in 
Molieie,  tell  the  world  plainly,  that  tlje 
firlt  law  of  their  empire  is, 

Kul  n'inra  Jr  i'e'pnt  qut  nous  et  noi  AMIS. 
'J'he  Mit'cellanies  were  followed  by  the 
Memoirs  of  l.'hrillina  (>pcen  of  Sw’cdcn  ; 
ill  which  M.  D’AnEMBtiRT  Ihcwed  that 
he  was  acquainted  witii  the  natuial  rights 
of 'mankind,  and  was  bold  enough  to  alfert 
them.  His  Eiiay  on  tlie  intcicourle  of 
Men  of  Leticis  with  IVrfons  high  in 
Rank  and  Offee,  wounded  the  lormtr 
to  the  quick,  as  it  c;:pof:d  to  the  cyt*s  of 
the  public  Use  ignominy  ol  thole  Frviie 
cl'.ains,  whicli  they  tc.ircvl  to  lhake  off,  or 
wercpioud  tc^^«•al•.  A  lady  or  the  couit 
hearing,  one  day,  the  author  accuicd  of 
having  eaaggei  ilcd  the  defpotlliii  ot  til® 
great,  and  the  iu’Dm.lUou  tjiry  require, 
anfwercd  llily,  “if  lichid  eonfulied  me, 

I  would  have  told  him  Itill  more  or  the 
matter.'' 

M.  D'AnEMSERT  gave  very  elegant 
fpcciii.^ns  of  his  hterjty  abilities,  in  his 
ti  anllatams  of  lome  iele6f  pieces  ol  1  a- 
citus  :  but  theil*  occupations  did  not  di¬ 
vert  him  from  his  mathematical  ItuJics  ; 
fur,  about  the  fame  time,  he  enriched  the 
Encyclojixdle  with  a  multitude  ol  excel¬ 
lent  articles  in  that  line,  and  com  poled  r.ls 
Rel'carclvcS  on  fcvcral  important  Points 
of  the  Syltem  of  the  World,  in  which  lie 
carried  lo  a  higher  dcgiee  ot  perfcv^tion 
tlie  folution  of  the  problem  ot  the  jXTtur- 
b.itions  of  the  planets,  that  had,  fevtral 
years  bctoic,  been  pieltnied  lo  tue  Aca- 
demy. 

Ill  1759,  he  publillied  his. Elements  ut 
Philofophy  \  a  work  rcmaskablt  tor  Its 
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prccifion  and  pcrfpicuity  ;  full  of 
ant  truths,  aitaWzcd  with  fuch  clearncfs 
and  fimplicity,  that  they  arc  intellij^hle 
to  thofe  who  are  ihc  Icall  accuilomcil  ro  ab- 
hra^t  notions,  and  ihcietoiv  ailaptcd  to 
i:fncral  ufe.  Such  is  tlur  fubttance  of 
cur  pancgyrift’s  op’mion  of  this  work  j 
i;i  which,  however,  other  writers  may 
f»nd  fomc  tenet*,  relative  both  to  meta- 
phyUcs  and  moral  fcicncc,  that  are  far 
from  being  admiflible. 

W<  pais  over  our  panegyrilVs  ac¬ 
count  ol  the  refentment  that  was  kindled 
(and  of  thedifputcs  that  followed  it)  by 
the  article  Geneva,  infeited  in  t’»e  Ency- 
clopxdie.  Tire  Ifury  is  old  and  dale  j 
its  I’ubjc^f  is  hKai }  yet,  in  the  coud’e  of 
the  controverfy,  talents  were  difplnved, 
and  incidental  bhje^fs  were  exhihited, 
which  gave  rife  to  difculTions  more  gene¬ 
rally  intereding.  VVr  Ihall  only  oblerve, 
that  M.  D'ALfcMBERT  did  not  leave  this 
held  of  contioverly  with  flying  colours. 
The  conted  cti  tainly  was  neither  fair  uor 
fucccfsful  on  his  hde,  though  our  pane- 
gyrid  is  at  no  fmall  pains  to  difguife  his 
defeat ;  a  thing  not  tmufual  with  his  fu- 
ptrfors  in  battles  of  another  kind.  Vol¬ 
taire  was  an  auxiliary  in  this  contel)  ;  hut 
as,  in  point  of  camiour  and  decency,  he 
had  no  reputation  to  lofe ;  and  as  he 
weakened  the  blows  of  his  enemies,  by 
throwing  both  them  and  the  fpe^fators  into 
htt  of  laughter,  the  iliue  of  the  war  nve 
him  little  uneafinefs.  It  fell  more  hea¬ 
vily  on  o'ALEMBiaT,  and  expofed  him, 
even  at  home,  to  much  contradi6\ion  and 
opooiltion. 

It  watonthifnccafion  that  the  late  King 
of  PrufTia  offered  him  an  honotirable  afy- 
lum  at  his  cmirt,  and  the  place  of  Pitrii- 
de  nt  of  hit  Aeadrnvy  ;  and  was  not  cf- 
fended  at  hit  reftilal  of  thefe  di(lIn6lions, 
btit  cultWateil  an  intimate  frieiidfhip  with 
him  during  the  red  uf  kis  iife.  He  had 
refufrd,  fome  time  betpre  ^is,  a  pro|x>- 
fol  mr^de  by  the  Kmnpefs  of  RuiTia,  toen* 
ti*ud  him  w'ith  the  ^ration  of  the  Gtand 
Duke  a  accompanied  with 

all  the  flattcring^ffers  that  could  tempt  a 
man  ambitiomr*of  titles,  or  defirous^ 
making  an  am^e  fortune  :  but  thc(^ji£fs 
of  his  ambition  weiv  tranquil!^  and 
dudy. 

In  the  year  176  5,  he  publtftcd  hit  Dif* 
j  I  frrtatidn  on  tl»e  Deftioiftion  ol  the  Jd'uitt. 
This  piece  drew  upon  him  a  iWarfD  of  ad- 
vetfarics,  who  cgnhi«wd  the  nHiit  and 
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credit  of  his  work  by  their  manner  of  at¬ 
tacking  it. 

Kefuie  the  w'oiks  ©f  this  eminent  man 
already  mentioned,  he  pitblifhed  nine  vo- 
hrmes  of  memoirs  and  treatifes,  under  the 
title  of  Opulailcs  •,  in  which  he  has  folved 
a  multitude  of  Problems  relative  to  Alb  ** 
nomy,  Mathimatics,  and  Natural  Phi- 
lofophy  ;  of  which  out  panegyrid  gives  a 
particular  account,  more  cfpecially  of 
thole  which  exhibit  new  fubjetU,  or  new 
methods  of  invelligation. 

He  publinied  alio  Elements  of  Mufic, 
and  rendered,  at  lengtii,  the  fyftem  of 
Rameau  intelligible ;  but  he  did  not  think 
the  matitematical  theory  of  the  fonorous 
l>oily  fuincient  to  account  for  the  rules  of 
that  ai  t.  He  was  always  fond  of  mufic  j 
which,  on  the  one  hand,  is  connected 
with  the  moll  fubtlc  and  learned  relearches 
of  rational  mechanics ;  while,  on  the 
otlicr,  its  power  over  the  fenies,  and  the 
Ibul,  exhibits,  to  philofophers,  pheeno- 
inena  no  lei's  lingular,  and  Itill  more  in¬ 
explicable*. 

In  the  year  1772,  hew’as  chofen  fecrc- 
tary  to  the  French  Academy.  He  form¬ 
ed,  loon  after  this  preferment,  the  delign 
of  writing  the  lives  of  all  the  decealed 
Academicians,  from  1700  to  1772;  and, 
in  the  fpacc  of  three  years,  he  executed 
this  delign,  by  compofmg  leventy  Eulo- 
gies. 

M.  d’Alembert  died  on  the  29th  of 
Oilober,  17H3.  Tlierc  wci-e  many  an.i- 
ablc  lines  of  camlour,  modelly,  dilinter* 
ellednefs,  and  bcneticence  in  his  moral 
chai;i£ler;  which  are  here  delicribcd  with 
a  dittiifive  detail,  whole  length  and  ur.i- 
formity  (as  thefe  lines  exhibit  nothing 
vet  y  III  iking  or  extraoi  dinary)  make 
theii'  impielfion  more  faint  than  it  would 
have  been,  if  the  defeription  had  been  le- 
duced  within  a  narrower  compal's.  M. 
CONDORCET  concludes  this  moral  pot* 
trait  in  the  following  manner : 

M.  d’Alembert  palfed  the  lall 
days  of  his  life  in  a  numerous  company, 
lUtening  to  their  convcifation,  and  ani- 
fjiasing  it  frequently  by  witty  jokes  and 
pleafant  ffories.  He  was  the  only  peticn 
of  the  company  who  remained  calm,  and 
.  could  occupy  his  mind  about  other  ob- 
ie^s  than  himfelf ;  the  only  one  who  had 
lirength  of  mind  fufiicient  to  give  himlelf 
up  to  metxinient  and  frivolous  amule* 
mentf/'

to  add  to  them - Never  yet  lus  brib’d  for 

ao  Eledlion,  or  apply ’d  to  a  great  man  for 
a  favour.  But  if  this  were  not  cafe, 
your  Lordfhip  could  eafily  didinguifh  be. 
twceo  the  fervile  inccofc  of  Artery,  and  the 
difinterelted  otf;;riug$  of  gratitude  that  Auw 
from  the  heart. 

If  the  inclofcd  lines  are  worth  a  further  re- 
maik,  it  may  beubicrved,  that  what  is  fur- 
flier  faid  in  ihem,  with  regard  to  the  man¬
